CAMBIST! 1, plana to return to Paris around the first of June 
to attend co n fe r ences to he held there with the Agrarian pup a . 
According to CAMBI ST! U, it la now only a natter of inc o rpor a ting 
the principles of STEVSI'a three points Into the stotriteo o f the 
Coordinating CcMslttoo. Ikon his talks with Mr. imHOXH ad 
with HK0UEVSH and KSBEXX, CAHHISTA U feels there will he no 
over-riding object! one on the part of the Greet Russians with the 
exception of (fiCUOMT. There have bean indications that 
the Coadttee Is willing to sacrifice wctrmwnv should the latter 
show Irina nlf to be recalcitrant. When asked what would be done 
about the so-called "Ibferaliat* grove like BOGATfRCHS-aUUr, 
CAMBIST! U replied that ainoe the a foranant ionad was net a seri- 
ous (seriously thought-out) v entur e In tbs first place, AMXXUB 
would be willing to sa cr i fice it. 

To date tbs Ukrainians In tbs new non- R uss i a n block are rep- 
resented by the OK only, but CAMBIST! U fue ls that even the 
BAKES! group (he didn't asntlon tbs ZP UHVR) will bs eventually 
farced to cane around and join up with the nationalities, 

$. CAMBIST! k then stated that after hie arrival la lew

BIST! 2 and felted States representatives. CAMBIST! U aade ref- 
erence to the probleas which aroea whan tbs P! and Cadre School 
plane disintegrated. He stated that if wa were not completely 
certain of following through with aiy of our plana, wa should not 
broach such now ideas since disintegration of plane for new pro- 
jects canoed deaorall nation aao ng tbs liaison pe r so n nel and the 
candidates after CAKBISZA's attempt to l ap la a wnt these new pro- 
jects. 
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the Belgian press and the Belgian security services. According 
to CAKBISTA U, Dcm Robert, who Is an idealist and a romanticist, 
has been captivated by the alas and ideals of the Byelorussian 
students at louvaln and is willing to go to any lengths to assist 
then. In the pest he has interceded with government agencies 
when problass affecting Byelorussian students arose. 

7. CAKBISTA U then asked about the future of the military 
units (guard ccapanies) which had been considered sons tins ago. 
The undersigned stated that very recently crur highest govern- 
aant authorities had expressed Interest in the fosmatioa of 
national units which might possibly be placed within the HATO 
framework. However, since the eatsMIstnmrt of national units 
involved political Inclinations, and ty extension our allies, 
the whole affair was extremely complicated. CAKBISTA It assented 
and discretely censured our allies, Britain la particular. This 
subject was dropped. 

8. CAKRT3TA It than brought up the matter of . H 

H ' conference with CAKBISTA 10 during the Fall of 
iy$2. At thatconference there was same discussion concerning 
the possibility of arranging a program whereby Byelorussian 
scholars would be enahlod to prepare studies and analyses on the 
Byelorussian question and approaches to the Byelorussian problem. 
Although the results of the talks with CAKBISTA 10 were inconclu- 
sive, CAKBISTA 10 received the impression that the matter would 
be raised again on CAKBISTA It's arrival in the United States, at 
which time a final decision would be reached. The undersigned 
declared that he was not completely an courant on this matter, 
but would look into it and discuss it with CAKBISTA 1) at the 
next meeting. 

9. CAKBISTA U then turned to matters dealing with current 
operations. He eulogised C_ -tj , wham he knew personally, 
saying what an intelligent, patriotic, and idealistic chop the 
latter was. He recalled how Q_ ZJ begged CAKBISTA It to 
make it possible for him to return to toe homeland an a mission, 
how on ids own initiative he trained for the ordeal while still 
studying in Paris, and how he even wait to Spain in an attempt 
to get support from the Franco government to prepare him for the 
mission. 

CAKBISTA U then turned to the team presently in the inside 
and safe mention of the difficulties the team was experiencing, 
l.e., death of C. 3 difficulties of movement, etc. The 

undersigned then orcnght up the fact that we had no reinforce- 
ments on hand to send In should it be deemed advisable to sup- 
port the present team personnel-wise. CAKBISTA U made some vague 
statement to the effect that he was not for sending people in 
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Merely for the a ending' » sake. 

The undersigned pointed out that our agency had as its pri- 
mary responsibility the gathering of Intelligence on the Soviet 
Union and that vo were obliged to continue every effort to per- 
form successful operations within the OSSH. Since we bad estab- 
lished a cooperative venture with the CAMBIST! organisation we 
were desirous of continuing It. Moreover, certain aims of the 
organisation, e.g., the Cadre School and the Study Croup, bee one 
more likely of realisation when our organisation can use the 
lever of currant intelligence operations to push through pro- 
jects based on a long-range principle. Four or five new high- 
level types, if located for training late this Sumner or early 
Fall, would be a considerable catalyst far the development af 
other projects which, though in the long run valuable for both 
the CAMBIST A' s and the United States, were not the primary res- 
ponsibility of our agency. CAMBIST! U agreed to the logic of 
the argument and stated that he would c covey these ideas to CAM- 
BIST! Z upon his return to Europe. 

The undersigned then pointed out that there was s possibi- 
lity that training of agents for current operations might be 
moved to the doited States in the near future; that without tak- 
ing ary action an this matter he and CAMBIST! 2 should consider 
the Implications of such a move as it would effect the CAHBISIA's 
and be prepared with their recommendations ss soon ss a decision 
was reached by us. 




10. CAMBIST! t; stated that discussions with £L_ -3 re- 

garding the census of Byelorussians in the United States revealed 
that it would be a good idea for us to select s one-one from tbs 
emigration in the United States to perform liaison duties between 
AJ5 and tte Byelorussian youth in the tkdted States . CA M BIS T !) U 
felt that there should be a follow-up on the census in order that 
the contacts made by r ~] would be kept alive and the cen- 
sus kept current. 

EL 31 could, if deemed necessary, also set as spotter 

or recruiter in the Thited States. CAMBIST! It suggested one 
Hie has Ttn&KA of Maw Tork as the liaison man. TULEJIi is a rela- 
tively young man, very active in the CAMBIST! 1, and as head of 
the Byelorussian youth in tbs Mew Tork area possesses excellent 
cover far the type af activities he would perform for us.

The undersigned stated that he personally thought the sugges- 
tion was an excellent one, that he would discuss the matter with 
his colleagues and superiors, and give CAMBIST! It an answer in a 
few weeks. 

11. CAMBIST! It then brought up the matter of the $10,000 
death-benefit payment for and asked If the money had 
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been deposited. The unde reigned queried CAMBIST! It as to whether 
be bed checked hie account recently and was told that approxi- 
mately $3,000 bad been credited to the account as of the last 
check. CAMBIST! it was told that another payment had been made 
since that time end that to date $lt, 975-50 had been deposited. 
CA M BIST! It was Informed that certain bureaucratic and security 
procedures aade it unwise to deposit the entire sum at one time. 
CAMBIST! It said that the death-benefit payment money would not 
be used for organisational work, but to pay for the publication 
of some scholarly study or book on sees aspect of the Byelorussian 
problem. This work would be dedicated to CL -3 

CAMBIST! It then asked If the remaining amount could be paid 
to him in cash. He desires to transmit the money via Interna- 
tional banking channels to an account In Brussels. The account 
is under the cover of Oeuvre Social and in the name of three 
Byelorussians living in Belgium. Since the account is under the 
name of a social organisation and since CAMBIST!, It is presently 
In the United States with the collection of funds as one of Ms 
objectives, the transmission of funds at this time should not 
arouse undue interest or suspicion. CAMBIST! It stated that be in- 
tends to withdraw the four-odd thousand dollars presently depo- 
sited and forward it to Belgttm prior to his return to Paris be- 
fore the end of this month. Ha requested that authority be ob- 
tained to grant him the remainder of the money In one Iraqi sum 
when he returns to the United States lata in June ao that he can 
forward it at Intervals to Belgium. 

The undersigned stated he would convey this request to the 
sections of oar organisation concerned with such natters and an 
etteapt would be mads to obtain an answer within a few weeks. 

12. During the course of the discussion on the Cadre School 
(sea Para 6), CAMBIST! 1* stated that as Germany regains Its sov- 
ereignty, it becomes less and lass suitable as a likely location 
for the projected Cadre School. CAMBIST! 1* want on to say that 
the Byelorussians were, in general, desirous of keeping official 
contacts with the Carmens to a mini mum. In view of the ccxqxro- 
mislng situations which have arisen as a result of Byelorussian 
collaboration with the Hermans during the First and Second World 
Wars, the Byelorussians have found that any official contact 
with the Carmans could be exploited now or In the future by the 
Soviets, who would then misrepresent these contacts to the Byelo- 
russian people in the Byelorussian 3SB. 

CAMBIST! 1* went on to say that in the event of war. Carman 
soldiers should not bo allowed to enter Byelorussia or the Uk- 
raine or. If they were permitted, they should go only in American 
uniforms. Otherwise, the Soviets could once again capitalise on 
the e xtre me ly bad reputation of the Hermans in those two countries 
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and arouse the people against the West, whenever the Western sol- 
diers were to Invade and occupy the border republics of the USSR, 

The undersigned pointed out that though this particular idea 
was not unknown to the United States planning authorities, CAM- 
BIST! It and his colleagues east have maiy other original ideas 
relative to such matters and to psychological warfare in general, 
and that it would be worthwhile froa the CAMBIST! point of view 
as well as the American, if these ideas were noted down in short 
memoranda and forwarded through our established charnels. CAM- 
BIST! it agreed to the ostensible value of such reporta and stated 
that as soon as he had concluded the pressing problems raised by 
non-Russians participating in nr.CHLm he would devote hla atten- 
tion to the compilation of psychological warfare ltoas. 

13. In conclusion, the conference with CAMBIST! It waa con- 
ducted in e very a m i a b l e atmosphere. CAMBIST! it was very pleasant 
and cooperative and extremely dip! emetic throughout, inclaiing 
discussions on the delicate and co nt rove rs ial points Him tha 
Cadre School and the past friction between CAMBIST! and lid. ted 
States personnel in Munich. 

Based exclusively on the four-hour conference, the under- 
signed has the Impression that CAMBIST! it is a seasoned diplomat 
and basically a political type who Is interested in operational 
matters only insofar as they reflect on political developments. 
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
